When it does show ap- 
preciable wear, a new top course of 
about hqlf inch of stone and asphalt 
can bo applied with a minimum of 
liibor cost, bringing up tho asphaltic 
mat and as repairs arc made and oth- 
er top courses are applied, this mat 
will be made thicker each time.

| suckers in grape vineyards, due ap- 
parently to winter injury to the vines, 
has resulted in an unusual type of 
black rot infection on the suckcts, 
which if neglected will undoubtedly 
make control of the fruit rol very dif- 
| ficult this year if precautions to pre- 
vent it are not taken very shortly, 
ftates Dr. V. H. Young. University of 
Arkansas College of Agriculture. 


In a recent tour of grape vineyards 


of Washington county it was found 
that even in well sprayed vineyards 
large numbers of black-rot infections 
occur near the base of the suckers and 
wherever they are in contact with the 
roil. Such infections undoubtedly oc- 
curred rather early in the season from
